SANTA BARBARA, Oct. §.—(Special) 
At the session of the Grand Lodge of 


Good Templars here today, -part of 
the morning séssion was devoted to 
the report of the condition of the 


orphan’s home at Vallejo. The present 
total value of the property was given 
as $62,000. The estimated expenses for 
the year 1893-4 are $23,300, and the esti- 
mated income was $21,100, leaving a 
' deficiency of $2200. 

The grand lodge decided that the dis- 
trict lecture system be substituted for 
the one now in use in this jurisdiction. 
It requires that the State be divided 
into not less than six or more than 
ten districts, and that one-third of the 
per capita tax paid by the several 
lodges be refunded for lecture work. 
The salary of the grand chief templar 
was fixed at $600 per annum, with $400 
for contingent expenses; the grand secre- 
tary’s salary at $1200 per annum. The 
‘remainder of the session was devoted 
to election of officers. 

Theodore Kanousse of Glendale was 
elected grand chief templar. Mr. 
Kanousse has been at the head of the 
order of Good Templars in.the United 
States, and has been a worker in the 
order for many years. George B. 
Katzenstein of Sacramento was Tfre- 
eleeted grand counsellor; Dr. J. 8. 
Halsey of Vallejo was re-elected grand 
treasurer; W. P. Netherton of Santa 
Cruz was re-elected secretary; Mrs. 
M. E. Richardson of Oakland was re- 
elected superintendent of juvenile work; 
A. M. Drew of Fresno, Judge Thomp- 
son and Dr. I. 8S. Halsey of Vallejo 
were chosen grand lodge trustees; Miss 
Culver of New Castle was elected grand 
‘vice templar, and a board of lady man- 
agers of the orphan’s home at Vallejo 
was elected to consist of Mrs. Jennie 
S. Southworth of Stockton, Mrs. 
Anthony of Livermore, and Mrs. Wal- 
ling of Nevada City. 

A lively fight.came up when the next 
place of meeting came to be chosen. 
The advocates of Oakland, Vallejo and 
Pacific Grove worked hard for their 
towns, but Oakland won the day, and 
the grand lodge will meet there next 
October. A large and enthusiastic 
meeting was held at Grace Methodist 
Episcopal Church on Thursday night 
for the purpose of raising funds for the 
support of the orphan’s home at 
Vallejo.. Several thousand dollars 
was raised. Tomorrow will see the ad- 
ditional election of officers, installation 
of the same, and the close of the con- 
vention. 


HE WILL LL DISBURSE. 


Collector Wise of San San Francisce Will Settle 
 €hinese Deportation Bills. 

SAN FRANCISCO, Oct. 5.—(By the 
Associated Press.) Collector Wise has 
been notified by Acting Secretary 
Hamlin that he has been appointed 
Special Disbursing Agent of the Treas- 
ury Department for the disbursement 
of funds from the appropriation. for 
the enforcement of the exclusion act, 

The Secretary writes, that, upon ap- 
proval of bond, Collector Wise will be 
authorized to pay for the transporta- 
tion of the Chinese under sentence of 
deportation from other points to San 
Francisco, the cost of their imprisun- 
ment and detention in San Francisco, 
and the steamship charges from this 
port to Hong Kong. The payments ure 
to be made either to the United States 
Marshal, or the parties who have per- 
formed the service, upon vouchers to 
be certified by the marshal. 

Until the bond is filed, Wise is in- 
structed to pay such expenses out of 
the -funds on hand. After the receipt 
of the bond, he is authorized to keep 
a fund of $5000. Chinese persons, 
whether convicted under the Geary act 
or previous acts, must not be received 
by the Collector, but are to remain in 
custody of the marshal until deported. 

Mr. Wise has obtained six months’ 
leave of absence, and will go to Wash- 
ington to urge anti-Chinese legislation 
that will not fail in the purpose of ex- 
clusion. Heferring to his recent dis- 
patch suggesting an iron-clad definition 
of the word ‘“merchant.”’ Collector 
Wiee says that there is one Chinese 
firm in San Francisco which has no 
less than seventy-five partners.

Delegate Waterbury of Kansas 
moved the amendment of the report 
by the addition of a propositfOn pre- 
sented .by H. M. Taylor of Mexico fa- 
voring an increase of the volume of 
currency by the issue of legal tender 
notes secured by land values. Dele- 
gate Cochrane of Missouri opposed all 
efforts to say or do anything in the 
convention upon the money question 
other than to fully entirely in- 
dorse the free coinage of silver. 

M. H. Taylor of Mexito replied in de- 
fense of his proposition, urging that

THE RAILROADS. 


Report of the Inter-State Com- 
mission Thereon. 


The Smallest Percentage of Increase in Years. 
Figures Showing the Operation of All 
Lines Combin>d—Financial 
and Mortuary.

WASHINGTON, Oct. 5.—(By the As- 
sociated Press.) The following is an ab- 
stract of the fifth statistical report of 
the Inter-state Commerce Commission, 
just submitted: 

The total railway mileage of the 
country on June °30, 1892, was 171,563 
miles, an increase during the year of 
3160 miles, being the smallest reported 
‘for a number of years. The total num- 
ber of railway corporations shows a 
net increase of .thirty-seven. During 
the year nine roads. were abandoned, 
nineteen merged ihto larger corpora- 
tions, seventeen reorganized, and six- 
teen consolidated. 

The above figures show an increase 
in capitalization during the year of 
1892 of $397,273,119. The total number of 
passengers carried by the railways dur- 
ing the year was 560,958,211 The freight 
train mileage was . 485,402,369, and the 
average number'ef*tons per train per 
each mile run was 

The gross earnings from operations 
during the year «were'’$1,171,407,343; op- 
erating expenses, $780,997, 996; net earn- 
ings, $390,409,347: fixed charges, $416,- 
404,938; net income, available for divi- 
dends, $115,965,191. Of this amount, 
$97,614,745 was paid in dividends, and 
$4,314,350 in other payments, leaving a 
surplus over operations during the 
year of $14,036,056. 

The number of railway employees 
killed during the year was 2554, being 
less than in the ‘previous year.

Lopez, refused, to approve the demand, 
and there was Censiderable controversy 
over the matter:~ liy, however, the 
Auditor weakened,,and late one after- 
noon approved *the’G@emand and deliv- 
ered it to the ebakcman of the board, 
when it was paid.?The City Attorney 
wes at the time preparing papers in 
an injunction’ suit, which would have 
been filed the following morning, but it, 
of course, fell through when the de- 
mand was paid. 

In the present case, however, the 
courts will have’an opportunity to pess 
on the matter. Auditor Teale has taken 
legal advice, and Will establish a pre- 
cedent. He says that he does not be- 
lieve the demand is a legal charge 
against the city, as it is not contem- 
plated that the taxpayers shall pay the 
personal expenses of high-priced em- 
ployecs on their World's Fair trips, es- 
pecially when their salary continues, 
while in other cases, employees receive 
pay only: for the time they actually 
work. Of course, if the courts declare 
the claim a valid one, he says he will 
promptly register it, and will thereafter 
know what to do in similar cases. , The 
trial, in cast the matter gets into the 
courts, promises to be an interesting 
one.

FAILED T0 EXTORT. 


Hargitt and Monahan as 
U. S. Officers. 


A Chinaman’s White Wife Who 
Would -Not Disgorge. 


The Examination Held 


Yesterday 


Before the Commissioner. 


A Spicy Letter from a Former Democratic 
‘‘Lamb’’ Intro@nced in Evidence— 
Both Men Held on Bail 


of $3000. 
The preliminary examination of 
Chris. L. 


Hargitt and H. Monahan, 
formerly circulators of the Evening 
Telegram, for impersonating United 
States officers and attempting to ex- 
tort money from Dr. Lee Dai, a Chi- 
nese “physician, took place yesterday 
before United States Commissioner Van 
Dyke. The defendants were re pre- 
sented by Henry T. Gage, Esq., and 
Dist. -Atty. Denis conducted the case 
for the government. 

It was developed that Hargitt and 
Morahan paid three different visits to 
Lee Dai’s houte, and each time inter- 
viewed Mrs. Dai, who is a white wom- 
an of seemingly more than ordinary in- 
telligence. She was the principal wit- 


ness, and her testimony was given in. 


e clear, convincing manner. The first 
visit was made on the afternoon of 
Thursday, September 20, between 2 and 
3 o’clock. They returned again the 
fame night, and then again on the fol- 
lowing Saturday night between 9 and 10 
o'clock. The two represented them- 
selves as United States officers, Har- 
gitt introducing Monahan as a travel- 
ing agent for Collector Wise, making 
trips to different parts of the Coast. 
Hargitt said he himself was a reporter 
and a government. official for the last 
six years. They first wanted $200, but, 
on their Saturday nfght visit, they were 
willing to take $20 down and the bal- 
ance on the following Monday. Accord- 
ing to Mrs. Dai’s testimony, they first 
asked whether her husband had been 
registered, and when she informed 
them that he was a physician and a 
merchant, and therefore did not come 
under the Geary act, they threatened 
to “‘job’’. him in some way, such as 
putting unstamped cans of opium in 
his possession, etc. In one of the curser 
visits, Hargitt also remarked, sug 

iv ely, that the doctor was getting - 

of letters from prominent men antne 
his people, and “‘that he must put: up 
money."’ They also asked whether the 
doctor had. any Chinamen cooking 
medicine for him who Were registered. 
They then said the doctor must pay or } 
they would have him arrested, and, to | 
show their authority, produced a docu- 
ment which was afterward proven to 
be a personal letter from Charley Ste- 
vens, a former Los Angeles Democratic 
ward-worker, who now has-a- position 
under Collector Wise in San Francisco. 
Mrs. Dai further testified that either 
Hargitt or Monahan told ‘her’ that she 
needn't give -them the money. right 
there, but could place it somewhere in 
the yard or in any other location 
agreed upon. 

Mrs. Dai proved an excellent. witness 
for the government, and even on cross- 
examination did not appear a bit dfs< 
concerted by the defense. -The letter 
from Stevens and’ a card were. identi 
fied by Deputy Marshal Johnson, who 
made the arrests, after which we case 
was submitted. 

The pasteboard referred to is a rub- 
ber-stamped card of Mow Lung & Co., 
a Chinese, firm on. Marchessault street. 
On the back was written with lea 
pencil in @ good business hand, evi- 
dently as memoranda: ‘Dr. Chin Lee 
Dai, No. 108 South Los Angeles strect 
(see wife)—Dickhoff, barber—Brown, 
105 S. L. A., 2nd.—A. Harris, U. s.’’ 

The letter signed ‘“‘Charley,”’ which 
was used. to show the “officers’” au-. 
thority, is a four-paged screed, dated 
Sen Francisco, September 16, 1893, and: | 
addressed to “‘Dear Chris.’’ 
many personal allusions to local Demo- 
cratic characters, and in. one place 
jocularly attested the writer’s happiness 
at having left Los Angeles. One sig- 
nificant paragraph reads: ‘‘Why don’t 
Tom Rowan resign and let Sunday- 
school Moffitt have his place and be 
done with it. I would like to know 
where the Democracy exists in the 
‘Prince,’ as we so affectionately called 
him before election?"’ In another part | 
of the letter 


but that he was doing 
enough of that kind of work already. 
The pertinent part of the letter, how- 
ever, and that portion of it which was 
undoubtedly used to impress Mrs. Dai 
most forcibly, is the information that 
“Charley’’ has been promoted from his 
former position of opening and packing 
goods in the Appraiser’s building to the 
more responsible and, at the same time, 
more lucrative position of examining 
Chinese certificates and steamer mani- 
festos. Mr. Stevens adds that his 
hours of labor are now shortened and.

in any sense agents df Collector Wise, 
the cass was declared closed. ; 

Commissioner Van Dyke then 
said he would be compelled to hold the 
defendants to await the action of the 
grand jury. Their bail was fixed at 
$3000 each. Hargitt furnished the nec- 
essary security, but Monahan was not 
sa fortunate and was taken to the 
County Jail.

Again have the Eastern borders of our 
continent been devastated by fierce 
tempests which have carried destruc- 
tion and death all along their path.

These frequent storms at the East 
are getting to be regarded as a con-

sections of the country. from midsum- 
mer to autumn. Our exhibits at the 
‘World’s Fair have been very eloquent 
apostles of California’s progress and of 
the vastness of its’ resources. No one 
4s:insensible to the logic of results, and 
the whole world is growing willing to 
give us credit for the marvelous wealth 
of soil. and climate which belongs to 
us. We shall hear less in the future 
of ignorant carping at oursclaims, and 
in its place shall see the honest desire 
to learn more of the advantages which 
we have to offer, and a stronger deter- 
mination on the part of thousands to 
take advantage of them for their own 
benefit. There is bound to be a large 
increase in immigration to California 
after the World’s Fair closes. It is be- 
coming the Utopia which men dream 
of and long to reach, is regarded by 
many as the synonym for comfort, 
a place free from many of the ills that 
men have to contend with elsewhere. 

_And this is true. The person who has 
lived for any length of time in this 
State can never be contented elsewhere, 
and California offers to the industrious 
poor man more inducements than al- 
most any other State. To the rich man 
ghe is prodigal of promise, and he 
eannot fail of extracting more comfort 
ffom his every-day existence here than 
can be found anywhere else upon the 
footstool. California needs only capi- 
tal and enterprise and population suffi- 
cient for her development to make her 
by far the richest State in the Union, 
and the wonder of the whole world. 
To her mineral, agricultural and hor- 
ticultural wealth there need be prac- 
tically no limit. In extent she is a 
vast empire; in the wealth and the 
variety of her productions she can 
duplicate every clime. There is no zone 
swhose products are not at home within 
her borders, and which do not take 
kindly to her soil. The sea and moun- 
tains guard her, giving her a peculiar 
climate. and one that is satisfying in 
all its changes. 

The world is not-going to remain in 
ignorance of this much longer. Its 
eyes are already upon us, and the tread 
of empire is sounding in this direction, 
and the future will see a largely in- 
creased immigration of a desirable sort 
rapidly, peopling the waste places of 
the State, and adding rapidly to the 
growing population of our towns and 
cities.

PLENTY OF MONEY. 


Yesterday. 


Sufficient in Amount to Supply All Needs for 
Deportation for Some Time to Come— 
Charley Ah Him’s Trial 

Today. 


There need be no more anxiety for 
some time to come that the United 
States Marshal wil not be supplied 
with sufficient funds for deportation 
purposes. Yesterday afternoon two 
drafts, aggregating a large amount, 
were received by Marshal Gard from 
the Treasury Department at Washing- 
ton. This money is drawn from the 
appropriation for the enforcement of 
the exclusion act, and, according to 
Judge Ross’s decision, is available for 
earrying out the deportation of Chinese 
convicted under the sixth section of the- 
Geary act. At the time the decision 
was rendered, a copy was mailed to 
Atty.-Gen. Olney by Dist.-Atty. Denis. 
This, until overcome by a decision from 
a higher court, is the law of the land, 
and Atty.-eGn. Olney, on the strength 
of Judge Ross’s ruling, no doubt, 
caused the Secretary of the Treasury 
to send the drafts referred to. The de- 
partments at Washington now seem to’ 
be acting with consisteficy in enforc- 
ing the exclusion act. 

The trial of Charley Ah Him  wiil 
take place today before Judge Ross in 
the District Court. A strong effort will 
be made to defeat the law in his case, 
and additional attorneys have been en- 
gaged by the Six Companies to defend 
him. Charley has heretofore acted as 
disbursing officer for the heathen or- 
ganization, and as such, has gerased 
the palms of many Americans, who 
out of common gratitude, if for no 
other reason, will endeavor to keep him 
in the United States. His defense will 
be that he is not only a merchant, but 
also @ ney-lender, and that he, in 
nowise; es under the definition of 
the termn “Chinese laborer.’’ That he 
is a highbinder;-and that a price was 
once set upon his head by the police 
authorities is well-known, but, it is 
argued, that he has recently led a 
respectable life, and is now, and was 
at the the time of the passage of the 
Geary act, a bona-fide merchant. His 
attorneys have had nearly twenty sub- 
poenas issued, about one-third being 
for white men, including several police 
officers.

“The premature termination of these 
cases would be more to be regretted 
were it not for the fact that the his- 
tory of grand jury indictments in this 
county for many years shows an al- 
most unbroken line of acquittals, which 
have put the county to great expense 
without any public benefit.”’ 

Manifestly, if the law-makers of the 
State wefe of the same opinion as 
Judge Shaw, the institution of the 
grand jury would be relegated to the 
past, and classed among the barbaric 
and primitive modes of justice from 
which it sprang as a matter of custom. 

At least, such was the impression re- 
ceived by the crowd in the courtroom 
of Department One yesterday morning 
when the court read the awove de- 
cision in the matter of the legality of 
the grand jury, 

The decision referred to declared that 
the present grand jury was illegally 
impaneled, and that the indictments 
found by it were, therefore, of no ef- 
fect, and not valid charges. 

There were a number of accused 
criminals present yesterday morning in 
court, who were sincerely grateful that 
the City Bank officials had been in- 
dicted with them, for were it not for 
the energetic efforts of counsel for the 
latter it is more than probable that the 
organization of the grand jury would 
never have been seriously brought into 
question, Since partial decision 
made by the court as to’ his doubt on 
the question last week, however, the 
result announced yesterday did not 
come unexpectedly, and created no sur- 
prise among those of the legal frater- 
nity. 

Altogether the ground covered by re- 
search in the matter was most thor- 
ough, and it would have been strange, 
indeed, if any point, small as it might 
be, should have escaped the search of 
the attorneys engaged in the case, 
upon which an objection might be made 
ta hang. 

First, Mr. Appel, in a minor case, 
went round in a circle, beating the 
bush, by challenging the grand jurors 
and touching upon the general points 
involved, as if to sound the views of 
the court. 

Judge Shaw denied the motion to 
dismiss the indictment in Mr. Appel’s 
case, and then the brigade of attorneys 
for the City Bank officials stepped in 


ing up technical points in attacking 
the validity of the grand jury’s acts, 
the result of which was contained in 
Judge Shaw’s opinion rendered yester- 
day. The court, by whom summons 
were issued, got in a few words too 
many in his special venire, and then 
the method of impaneling grand jurors 
has been somewhat changed, so the 
present members of the august body 
are out of a job, pP the county ‘is out 
about $2500 paid to aforesaid ‘jurors 
for labor performed. 

From the paragraph quoted it would 
seem that Judge Shaw is convinced 
that the discharge of the grand jury 
at this juncture will work a saving of 
expense by preventing some of the 
cases comig toa trial, at no small cost, 
and end in the defendants being ac- 
quitted. 

Messrs. Park, Childress and Betts 
filed into the courtroom’ yesterday 
shortly before 10 o’clock and took their 
seats. Betts and Park did not sit 
down in the prisoners’ row, but occu- 
pied chairs in the jury box, along with 
a number of attorneys, who had gath- 
ered to listen to the proceedings. Mr. 
Childress was not at all particular 
where he sat, and did not seem to mind 
the near presence of Burglar Carna- 
han, who was close by. 

The Sheriff rapped for order as the 
court mounted the bench, and some 
little time was first devoted to dispos- 
ing of the various motions. Ce 

This work completed, the judge said: 
‘In the case of Betts et al. I have pre- 
pared an opinion covering all of. the 
points involved, and I will grant the 
motions to dismiss the indictments. I 
do not think it necessary to read the 
opinion now, if it is not desired.”’ 

Dist.-Atty. Dillon wished the opinion 
read in order that he might be in- 
formed as to its particular contents, so 
the court began reading. The opinion 
is as follows: 

“The defendants in this case have 
presented to the court two motions, 
the first being a motion to set aside the 
indictment,*and the sécond a motion to 
dismiss the action. A number of 
grounds are set forth as reasons for 
setting aside the indictment, but I do 
not deem it necessary in this opinion 
to notice them all. The first ground is 
that the names of fifteen of the grand 
jurors were selected from the list of 
names placed in the grand jury box by 
the Board of Supervisors in January 
last. and that the law authorizing 
this selection has since that date been 
repealed; that consequently the persons 
from whom the names were so selecied 
are not lawful grand jurors. The sec- 
ond ground which I will notice, is that 
in filling the panel of the grand jury, 
the court ordered that the Sheriff sum- 
mon the additional persons from the 
body of the county, and not from the 
bystanders, and that this direction, ex- 
cepting the bystanders from the per- 
sons from whom the Sheriff should 
select the additional jurors, is not au- 
thorized by the law, and that therefore 
the whole body is illegal. This second 
ground is also the basis of the motion 
to dismiss the case. 

“Tt is admitted that the names of 
persons in the grand jury box were 
properly selected in January last in ac- 
cordance with the provisions of the 
law then in force, so that if there had 
been no change in the law, the grand 
jurors then selected would still remain 
the legal grand jurors for the curreut 
year. The selections were made by the 
Board of Supervisors, as provided in 
sections 204 and 205 of the Code of 
Civil Procedure. Afterward, on March 
23, 1893, the Legislature amended these 
sections so that they now require the 
selections to be made by the Superior 
Court instead of by the Board of Su- 
pervisors. The contention is that this 
amendment has the effect to destroy 
the legality of what was done under 
the previous law, and that since the 
amendment there have been no legal 
grand jurors from whom to select a 
panel. If this is correct, there can be 
no grand jury drawn from the jury box 
for this year, and mo grand jury could 
be legally impanelled except from per-~ 
gons summoned by the Sheriff in pur- 
guance of a venire issued under the 
provisions of _ sections 242 and 226, 
Cc.c.P. And even in that case the le- 
gality of a grand jury 80 selected would 
be doubtful, because such a venire can 
be issued only after there has been a 
drawing of a grand jury from the box, 
and a sufficient number of the per- 
sons so drawn fail to appear, and if

no foundation could be laid to author- 
ize the venire to issue. 

“But I do not think the law should 
be construed as contended for by the 
defendants. It is true, as stated by 
the learned counsel for the defend- 
ants, that when, after a statutory pro- 
ceeding has been instituted, and before 


it is completed, the statute un- 
der which’ it was begun is 
repealed, either directly, or ‘by 


implication, the entire proceeding 
falls to the ground. But in this case 
the statutory process for the selection 
of persons to serve as grand jurors for 
this year had been carried out and 
completed before the repeal of the 
statute, and, therefore, the principle 
stated does not apply. Section 210, 
C.c.P., declares that, ‘The persons 
whose names are so returned shall be 
known as regular jurors, and shall 
serve for one year and until other per- 
sons are selected and returned.’ Noth- 
ing farther remains to be done in that 
behalf until the succeeding year. 
These persons so chosen are the regular 
jurors for the year, and from their 
number the grand juries of the cur- 
rent year are to be taken. Sectfdn 210 
has not been repealed or amended. By 
virtue of that section the persons re- 
turned as grand jurors by the Board 
of Supervisors last January are con- 
stituted the regular jurors for the year. 

“The amendment of section 205 is, by 
its own terms, and by the very nature 
of the case, prospective in its opera- 
tion, and can have no practical effect 
until January, 1894, when the regular 
jurors for the ensuing year will be se- 
lected. At the time the endment 
was passed the jurors for this year 
had been already returned. It could 
not have been intended to set aside 
the selection thus made and leave the 
several counties without jurors and no 
means of selecting any until next year. 

“The next point is that the four 
jurors chosen from the special venire 
were not properly selected. The pro- 
visions of the Code of Civil Procedure 
applicable to this point are as follows: 

** ‘Section 226. Whenever a sufficient 
number of jurors fail to appear such 
court may, by an order entered in its 
minutes, direct the Sheriff forthwith 
to summon so many good and lawful 
men of the county to serve as jurors, 
as may be required. 

** ‘Section 242. When, of the persons 
summoned as grand jurors and not ex- 
cused, nineteen are present they shall 
constitute the grand jury. 
If less than nineteen of such persons 
are present the panel may be filled as 
provided in section 226 of this code.’ 

“In the case of the present grand 
jury the names of thirty persons were 
regularly drawn from the box, and 
such persons were summoned to at- 
te Of these, after certain excuses 
we allowed, there remaind only fif- 
teen. Thereupon the court made an 
order in its minutes directing the Sheriff. 
forthwith to summon six persons hav-t 
ing the qualifications of jurors, ‘frorfi 
the body of the county, and not from” 
the bystanders,’ and a venire was is- 
sued to the Sheriff in the same lan- | 
guage. It will be seen that the order 
should have been to summon ‘six good | 
and lawful men of the county,’ as pro- 
vided in section 226. The court, in ex- 
cepting the bystanders from the men 
of the county from whom the Sheriff 
was by law commanded to summon the 
six persons required, was acting in ex- 
cess of the authority conferred upon it 
by the code. It is altogether probable 
that this order was inadvertently en- 
tered in this form. The form is the 
Same as that prescribed by’ the code 
for the case of trial jurors, when there 
are not enough regular jurors present 
to fill the panel, and as a venire for 
trial jurors is frequently ordered and a 
special venire for grand jurors is 
rarely issued, it is probable that the 
clerk, without the direction of the 
court, followed the usual form for tfial 
jurors in entering the order. But of 
this there is no proof, and, so far as 
the validity of the order is con- 
cerned, it would be of no avail if 
there were. The venire was de- 
livered to the Sheriff in pursuance 
of the order and it must be presumed 

followed its 
directions. The mistake in drawing or 
entering it cannot now be corrected, 
‘because the error, if there was one, 
has already been carried out, and has 
entered into the formation of the grand 
jury. A correction of the order could 
not cure the defect in its execution. 

“The order was in effect equivalent 
to a direction to the Sheriff that he 
should not summon any of the by- 
standers, no matter how miny good 
and lawful men might be found among 
them. The law vested in the Sheriff 
the power and discretion to summon 
jurors from the entire body of the 
county. This discretion was to 
exercised by the Sheriff, and not by 
the court. The court had no power to, 
supervise him in its exercise. No im<- 
proper conduct fin summoning theee 
jurors is charged, and if its effect- in 
the case of this jury alone was the 
only question, it might properly be 
said that it would not justify the notice 
of the court. But as was said of a 
similar question in the case of Bruner 
vs. Superior Court, 92 Cal., on page 243: 
‘In determining whether or not there 
be such legal power, we must discard 
all consideration of the worthiness or 
unworthiness of the purposes sought 
to be attained in any particular case.’ 
And again, on page 265: ‘A body of 
men sworn as a grand jury, if not 
impanelled in pursuance of law, is 
not a grand jury; an accusatory paper 
presented to the court by such body is 
not an indictment, and consequently 
the court has no jurisdiction to try a 
defendant upon such papers.’ And in 
the same case, on page. 249, the court 
says: “The grand jury must be selected 
in the manner prescribed by law. 
There is no security to the citizen, but 
in a rigid adherence to the legislative 
will as expressed in the statutes. ... 
The strict observance of the statute in 
regard to the formation of a jury can- 
not be dispensed with.’ . 

“In the case of the-present grand 
jury, the Sheriff was, by the law, re- 
quired to select the additional persons 
from the entire county. He did, in 
fact, make the selections from a part, 
only, of the county. The men of the 
county then in the courtroom were ex- 
cluded. He, therefore, did not select 
them in the manner prescribed by the 


law. It seems to me that it follows in- 


evitably that the body of men thus 
formed, and who returned the indict- 
ment under consideration,: was not a 
legal grand jury, and that the indict- 
ment has no validity as the founda- 
tion of the prosecution. The court 
has no jurisdiction of the case. is 
was held in the case of Bruner” vs. 
Superior Court, @bove cited, and it 
was further held in that case that in 
such a case prohibition will lie to re- 
strain further prosecution of the ac- 
tion. There being no jurisdiction, the 
only thing for the court to do is to dis- 
miss the proceedings. 

“The effect of the conclusions I have 
reached will be that the grand jury 
must be discharged, and that all other 
prosecutions now pending upon indict- 
ments returned by that body must also 
be dismissed. 

“There can be no question that the 
court has power to do this. Section 
1385 of the Penal Code provides that 
the court may, either of its own mo- 
tion, or upon the application of the 
District Attorney, and in  further- 
ance of justice, order an action or 
indictment to be dismissed. And every 
court has the inherent power, when- 
ever it discovers the fact that it has 
no jurisdiction, to order the action to 
be dismissed. In point of fact that is 
the only power it does possess in such 
case. 

“This premature termination of these 
cases would be: more to be regretted 
were it not for the fact that the his- 
tory of grand jury indictments in this 
county for many years shows an al- 
most unbroken line of acquittals, which 
have put the county to great expense 


without any public benefit. If the indict- 


ments now to be dismissed would 
otherwise have followed the usual 
course, it is ‘as well that they should 
be disposed of now. The code express- 
ly provides that such a dismissal is 
not a bar to another prosecution for 
the same offense. So many of them as 
are well founded can therefore be prose- 
cuted by information in the usual man- 
ner. An order will be madé in each of 
the cases in which the motion to dis- 
miss is made, that the case be dismissed 
by the court of its own motion, and a 
similar order will be entered in thé case 
of each indictment--returped by the 
present grand jury and now pending in 
this court.’’ 

On the minute book of the court ‘the 
following order was entered later on: 

“It is now ordered by the court of 
its own motion and in furtherance of 
justice that this action and indictment 
be dismissed, and that the defendant 
be discharged and his bail exonerated 
(or that each of said defendants be dis- 


charged and their bail exonerated.). 


The reason for this dismissal is as fol- 
lows: It has ‘been shown to the court 
that in the impaneling of the grand 
jury, which returned this indictment, 
four of the said grand jury were men 
selected from a special venire of six 
persons summoned by the sheriff in 
pursuance of an order of court and a 
venire issued in pursuance thereof, 
which commanded him to summon ‘six 
persons having the qualifications of 
grand jurors from the body of the 
county and not from the bystanders,’ 
instead of commanding him to summon 
‘six good and lawful men of the county,’ 
as the law requires, and that by rea- 
son of this illegality in the impaneling 
of the grand jury the same is illegal 
and the indictments herein void, and 
the court has no further jurisdiction to 
proceed with the case.”’ 

There will not be another grand jury 
impaneling until next year, and, in all 
‘cases where the crime committed is 
susceptible of proof reasonably certain, 


information will be filed by the District. 


Attorney and _ the prosecutions pro- 
ceeded with at oncé.

WRONG GROUNDS 


Judgment Reversed by the 
Supreme Court. 


Specific Performance Should Not 
Be Prayed for. 


Outcome of the Appeal in the Fulton- 
i Jansen Case. 


Dr, Pepper, of the City Board of Education, 
Brings Suit for a Writ of Mandate 
Against Auditor Teale— 

Court Notes. 


The Supreme Court has ordered the 
judgment in the case of Joseph Ful- 
ton, respondent, vs. Christian Jansen 
et al., appellants, reversed, and the 
cause remanded for anew trial. 

The action was brought by the _ re- 
spondent to enforce the specific per- 
formance ofa contract to convey cer- 
tain real property situated in Los An- 
geles county. The plaintiff had judg- 
ment, from’ which, and’ from an order 
denying a motion for a new trial, de- 
fendant appealed. 

The findings of the lower court 
showed in substance that on October 13, 
1889, one Jason Brown, was the owner 
of the land in dispute, and of certain 
other land of which it was an undivided 
part; that Brown, in the presence of 
defendants, and upon the land, pointed 
out to the plaintiff certain boundaries 
defitiing the northerly portion of the 
tract, which he offered to sell to the 

ag yy and the latter agreed to buy 
’ for $400, $200 to be paid-in cash, and the 
remaining sum of $250 in one year, 
without interest, a deed to be executed 
and delivered when final payment was 
made. Fulton, the plaintiff, paid the 
$200 to Brown on the following day 
received a receipt therefor. 

One hundred dollars of the amount 
80 paid was berrowed from Christian 
Jansen, for which loan plaintiff gave 
a pro ry note, payable within 
eighteen months with interest. : 

e plaintiff lived in a house near 
said land, upon which he entered and 
thereafter cut wood upon it, and re- 

oved it to his house for use as fuel. 

endants and plaintifX were at that 
time intimate friends. 

On November 5, following, Brown con- 
veyed the whole tract of land, includ- 
ing that sold to the plaintiff, to de- 
fendants, they agreeing on their part 
that they would carry out with the 
Plaintiff, Brown’s contract to him. 
Afterward plaintiff tendered the re- 
mainder of the purchase money to de- 
fendants, and demanded of them a 
conveyance, which was refused. 

The agreement of Brown to 
to plaintiff was verbal, 
memorandum or agreement in writing 
was had. 

The important questions in the case 
Were: The contract between Brown 
and Fulton, being for the sale of the 
land, and not being in writing, was 
there such a part performance as to 
take the case out of the statute of 
frauds? If not, did, the case as made 
develop such a state of facts as to 
raise a resulting or constructive trust 
in favor of plaintiff, which would sup- 
port the decree? 


~The Supreme’ Court is of the opinion | 


that the only evidence under this head 
tended to prove that the plaintiff paid 
part of the purchase price, and used 
the land in question so far as to re- 
move from it stove-wood for family use. 
This fell far short of making a case of 
specific performance. No improve- 
ments were made upon the property by 
the plaintiff. The evidence did not 
show that the lower court did not find 
*that the plaintiff entered into posses- 
sion of the property. 

It was concluded that there could be 
no specific performance of the oral con- 
tract to convey, decreed upon the 


ground of such part performance as/ 


is shown in this case. 

According to the complaint, plaintiff 
made a purchase of a tract of land, 
paid part of the purchase money, and 
was to pay the residue within one 
year. His, vendor then sold the land 
to defendants, who had full notice, and 
refused to consumate the transaction 
and convey the property, wherefore he 
sought the specific performance of the 
contract. 

The findings showed that the con- 
contract was verbal, and failed to show 
such preformance as to authorize a 
decree for specific performance. There 
was nothing averred in the complaint 
or found by the lower court which 
Pp the defendants in a different 

- position from that which the original 
vendor would have occupied had he 
not conveyed. The évidence tended to 
show that the defendants were liable 
as purchasers, with notice, but that ‘by 
virtue of having advanced a portion of 
the purchase price, plaintiff acquired, as 
against them, a right not inherent to 
him as a purchaser, but which equity 
gave him by virtue of his relation to 
the defendants, and developed upon the 
latter a duty not arising in their char- 
acter of purchasers, but growing out 
of the fact that in making such pur- 
chase they availed themselves of the 
money paid by plaintiff, out of which 
anew relation sprang, viz: That of 
trustee and beneficiary or a resulting 
trust in favor of the plaintiff. 

The new relation being foreign to 
anything contained in the pleadings or 
findings, the court was authorized to 
invoke it, even in the aid of judg- 
ment. 

The order and judgement appealed 
from should therefore be reversed, with 


leave to the plaintiff to amend his com- 


plaint, if he should be so advised. 
' FOR WRIT OF MANDATE. 

Dr. C. T. Pepper, president of the 
City Board of Education, has com- 
menced suit against City Auditor Fred 
H. Teale to secure a writ of mandate 
compelling the latter to pass upon a 
demand of $46.60, the same being for 
the payment of the expenses of the re-. 
cent junketing trip taken by a com- 
mittee of the’ : 

The complaint in the case recites that 
on August 28 the demand referred to 
‘Was approved by the board as a whole, 
but, upon being presented to the Audi- 
tor, it was rejected. 

On September 2 the board again 
formally approved the demand, and 
sent it down to the Auditor, only to 
have it once more returned, the Audi- 
tor steadily refusing to affix the re- 
quired number upon it and record in 
the usual manner. The plaintiff asked 
that a it of mandate be issued re- 
quiring Teale to pass the demand. 

‘A complaint in the suit for divorce 
of Nellie Porter vs. Edward Porter 
was among the papers filed in the 
County Clerk’s office yesterday. 

Upon the order dismissing the in- 
dictments found against the City Bank 
officials yesterday by Judge Shaw, ow- 
ing to illegality of the grand jury, the 
charges’ against George H. Stowell, 
James Osborne, Henry Vejar, Manuel 
Cota, John Milton, A. W. Hall, Charles 
Moore and J. F. Smith were also dis- 
posed of under the same order. Infor- 
mations will at once be filed in a num- 
ber of these cases. 

Judge Clark yesterday granted the 
plaintiff a decree of divorce. in the case 
of Emma J. Wack vs. Frederick 4A.

Trouble Anticipated at Mentone 
‘Over the Chinese. 


People Becoming Impatient Because the 
Heathen are Not Deported Fast 
Enough—Redilands Storm- 
water Drains. 


Trouble is again anticipated at Men- 
tone over the Chinese question. It was 
the turbulent element from that place 
which gave such an ugly turn to the 
anti-Chinese demonstrations in this 
city, resulting in the arming of the cit- 
izens to guard Chinatown, and the 
placing of four companies of militia 
under.arms. As so few of the yellow- 
skins of that région have been got rid 
of—fewer by arrests under the Geary 
act than by being driven out by the 
mobs—the latter begin to feel again 
that the way to get rid of them is to 
drive them out by force. The agitators 
do not seem to recognize that the whole 
of Southern California is to be looked 
after, and that in due time the Chinese 
in their neighborhood will be upon the 
list for deportation, and the country 
will find itself in better shape through 
the acts of law-abiding citizens than 
could be the case through violent and 
illegal conduct.,.One reason that more 
are not leaving voluntarily is that Riv- 
erside, which was a haven to which 
many hied to from here, and later 
Florence, to which place still more 
went, have had Chinamen arrested, and 
theys._ know not whither to flee for 
safety. 

MORE STORM-WATER DITCHES. 

Notwithstanding the fact that the 
revenues from the sale of the Redlands 
storm-water ditch bonds are now nearly 
exhausted there’ is some prospect of 
some extensive storm-water ditch work 
being done yet.

WATERWORKS DEAL. 


A Proposition to Sell Submitted 
to the City. 


Messrs. Pierce and Shaffer Will Take $3.500,- 
000 for Their Bargain—The Price 
They Ask Regarded as 
Excessive. 


On Saturday last The Times printed 
the first news that negotiations were 
pending looking to the sale of the 
waterworks to the city, and that. a pre- 
liminary conference had been held on 
Friday between Messrs. Shaffer ard 
Pierce and Councilmen Munson, Innes, 
Campbell and Nickell, when the matter 
was talked over. Since that time there 
have been a number of informal dis- 
cussions, but nothing definite was ar- 
rived at until yesterday, when Messrs. 
Shaffer and Pierce submitted a propo- 
sition to the representatives of the 
city, offering to sell the entire plant 
outright for the sum of $3,500,000. 

This is regarded by those who ap- 
pear t6 be competent to judge as so 
high a price that if the proposition of 
voting bonds for the same be sub- 
mitted to the people they will fall far 
short of voting such bonds. 

- Messrs..Pierce and Shaffer, however, 
argue that they ought not to be asked 
to name a lower figure. They state 
that there is a bonded indebtedness 
against the plant amounting to $800,000. 
They further say that they will assume 
the debt standing against the 1300 tons 
of pipe recently purchased. They have 
purchased the plant of the Citizens’ 
Water Company, besides a number of: 
tracts. of land at various places where 
considered needful, and have put in a 
quantity of new machinery. In con- 
sideration of all these facts they urge 
that ‘the price is not too high. 

It has been generally understood that 
the price at which Messrs. Shaffer and 
Pierce agreed to purchase the water- 
works was in round numbers $2,500,000 
for the entire plant, the sellers to take 
eare ef the bonded indebtedness, and 
to turn the works over to them free 
of all incumbrances for that figure. 
On this they have paid but $50,000. 
A’ second payment of $200,000 is now 
due and unpaid. If they could sell out 
to the city at $3,500,000, it will readily 
be seen that there would remain quite 
a handsome profit, even after assum- 
ing the 1300-ton pipe contract, on a
